U.  S.  COINS  IN  MS-65  FULL  STRIKE

Many  times  when  I'm  sitting  in  our  "library"  (you  know  the  room  I'm  talking 
about!),  1  bring  reading  material  with  me  to  help  pass  ....the  time.  Quite 
often  it's  the  Gray  Sheet,  as  I  enjoy  looking  fro  dates  that  I  feel  might  be 
under-priced  in  a  particular  grade. 

I've  come  up  with  three  that  you  might  want  to  look  into  to  see  what  you 
think.  These  three  I  feel  are  true  bargains  in  fuUy  struck  MS-65  condition  at 
the  current  price  level. 

The  first  is  the  1935-S  Buffalo  Nickel.  Most  collectors  of  this  series  know 
that  this  coin's  sister,  the  1935-D,  is  scarce.  If  not  rare,  in  fully  struck  MS- 
65.  The  gray  sheet  reflects  this  rarity,  as  it  is  priced  at  $320.00  in  this 
condition.  However,  I  found  that  the  coin  of  the  same  year,  1935,  struck  at 
our  left-coast  mint  (San  Francisco)  is  equally  difficult  to  locate  with 
lusterous  surfaces,  full  hair  on  the  bison's  head  and  back,  and  definition  on 
the  braid  on  the  obverse  above  the  tie.  If  you  can  find  a  fully  struck,  MS-65 
piece  at  the  gray  sheet  price  of  $120.00,  BUY  IT!!! 

The  second  under-priced  and  under-appreciated  coin  is  the  1934-P 
Washington  Quarter  with  the  weak  motto.  This  was  the  second  year  of 
issue  for  this  series,  and  the  mint  was  still  creating  varieties  via  the  strenght 
and/or  design  of  the  motto  "In  God  We  Trust."  One  of  the  well-known  and 
genuinely  rare  varieties  of  this  year  is  the  doubled  die  obverse,  with  a 
strongly  doubled  motto,  but  another,  lesser  know,  is  almost  as  tough  to  find, 
and  priced  at  the  "normal"  1934-P  price  in  most  cases.  That  is  the  weak 
motto  variety,  with  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  very  shallow  on  the  coin  and 
relatively  indistinct.  This  weak  motto  variety  accounts  for  a  very  small 
percentage  of  the  total  1934  Philadelphia  mintage,  and  sometimes  may  be 
found  with  attractive,  frosty  surfaces.  Find  one  for  the  MS-65  price  of 
$56.00  and  add  it  to  your  collection  -  its  importance  and  rarity  is  not  well 
known  now,  but  with  variety  collecting  growing  by  leaps  and  bounds  in  the 
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hobby,  its  only  a  question  of  time  before  the  price  will  escalate 
commensurate  with  its  rarity. 

The  last  of  the  three  coins  I  feel  is  under-valued  at  the  current  MS-65  price 
probably  offers  the  greatest  opportunity.  Why  the  1940-S  Walking  Liberty 
Half  Dollar  is  priced  almost  75%  below  the  1941-S  ($325.00  vs.  $875.00) 
is  beyond  me!  I've  seen  many,  many  more  well  struck  1941-S  pieces  than 
I've  seen  1940-S's,  and  when  the  '40-S  is  weakly  struck,  it's  weakly  struck! 
Someday,  somebody's  going  to  wake  up  and  realize  that  this  is  one  of  the 
big  sleepers  of  all  half  dollars,  and  certainly  the  biggest  in  the  Walking 
Liberty  series  when  you  consider  the  MS-65  full  strike/price  ratio. 

So,  there  you  have  it... .3  "sleepers"  that  are  "grade  cherry-pickable."  There 
may  be  more,  so  select  your  "library"  reading  material  carefully  and  see  if 
you  can  find  some  of  your!  Enjoy! 


Did  You  Know 


Until  1857,  Spanish  coins  were  legal  tender  in  the  United  States. 

A  "Jackass  note"  is  a  Legal  Tender  Note  of  1869  and  subsequent  series  of 
1857, 1878  and  1880.  All  have  an  eagle  on  the  obverse  which,  when  viewed 
upside  down  resembles  the  head  of  a  "jackass. " 

A  gold  slug  is  a  nickname  for  a  fifty  dollar  gold  coin. 

Arrows  were  placed  at  dates  on  certain  issues  of  Liberty  Seated  coins  to 
indicated  changes  in  weight  from  previous  issues. 

A  multitude  of  varieties  existed  in  early  United  States  coins  due  to  the  fact 
that  dies  were  hand  engraved  individually.

Early  this  summer  my  daughter  was  looking  to  purchase  a  different 
car.  We  saw  an  ad  for  a  1995  Cavaher  for  sale  by  owner.  We  went  to  look 
at  the  car  and  noticed  hcense  plates  on  the  walls  of  the  garage.

U.S.  MINT’S  FIRST  STEAM  PRESS 
WILL  STRIKE  MEDALS  AT  ANA  SHOW 

The  first  steam  press  usetj  by  the  United  States  Mint  will  be 
exhibited  and  demonstration  medals  struck  at  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  (ANA)  World’s  Fair  of  Money®  2000  in 
Philadelphia,  August  9-13. 

The  press,  given  to  the  ANA  last  March  by  the  Franklin  Institute 
Science  Museum  in  Philadelphia,  will  be  operated  at  the  show  by 
the  Gallery  Mint  Museum  of  Eureka  Springs,  Arkansas.  The  mint  is 
repairing  the  press,  which  broke  down  at  special  March  23 
ceremonies  in  Philadelphia,  marking  the  164th  anniversary  of  the 
press'  initial  operation. 

“It  was  heart  breaking  when  we  ran  into  mechanical  problems." 
says  Gail  Baker,  ANA  education  director  and  project  coordinator. 
“Our  original  plans  were  to  leave  the  press  in  Philadelphia,  display  it 
at  the  convention  in  August  and  then  have  it  shipped  to  the  ANA’S 
Money  Museum,  where  it  will  go  on  permanent  display." 

Due  to  the  mechanical  problems,  the  press  was  sent  to  the 
Gallery  Mint,  where  Joe  Rust,  who  originally  helped  refurbish  the 
machine,  could  repair  it.  Once  operational,  the  press  was  to  be 
shipped  to  Colorado  Springs. 

"We  didn’t  have  the  budget  to  return  the  press  to  Philadelphia  for 
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the  show,"  Baker  says.  “However,  Mark  Borckardt,  senior  numismatist  for  Bowers  and 
Merena  Galleries,  started  a  fund-raising  drive  that  generated  $5,500,  which  will  allow  us  to 
have  the  press  in  Philadelphia  as  originally  planned." 

Contributors  include  Jack  H.  Beymer,  Douglas  F.  Bird,  Mark  Borkardt,  Chris  Victor 
McCawley,  Numismatic  Financial  Corporation,  Frank  Patty,  Joe  Rust,  Craig  Sholley  and 
Anthony  Terranova. 

Prior  to  the  introduction  of  this  steam-powered  machine,  the  Mint  produced  coins  on 
manually  operated  screw  presses.  The  semi-automated,  lever  steam  press  greatly  sped  up 
the  minting  process,  but  by  1874  technology  improved  and  the  Mint  discontinued  its  use. 

The  following  year,  George  B.  Soley,  a  Philadelphia  die-sinker,  bought  the  machine  to 
strike  commemorative  medals  and  tokens  at  a  variety  of  events.  After  his  death,  Soley's 
widow  gave  the  press  to  The  Franklin  Institute  Science  Museum,  which  electrified  and 
operated  it  for  many  years,  striking  medals  for  visitors  to  its  museum  in  Philadelphia. 

The  ANA’S  gold,  silver  and  copper  commemorative  medals,  featuring  designs  similar  to 
those  used  on  the  first  pieces  minted  on  the  steam  press  in  1836,  will  be  struck  on  the  press 
while  it  is  in  Eureka  Springs.  Proceeds  from  their  sale  will  be  used  to  offset  the  costs  of 
refurbishing  and  moving  the  press  to  Colorado  Springs.  The  Gallery  Mint  will  strike  its  own 
medal  on  the  press  that  will  be  sold  at  the  show  in  Philadelphia. 

The  ANA'S  gold  and  silver  medals  are  sold  out,  and  only  copper  pieces  remain 
available  at  $20  each  (plus  $5  shipping  and  handling).  To  order  a  27mm  medal  in  .995  fine
